Western and Columbia Roads. 

In a communique issued yester-| 
day, the Shanghai Municipal Police 
announced that the negotiations 
have now been concluded to the 
satisfaction of both parties. The 
setllement was reached after the 
City Government Police undertook 
not to function outside the front 
of the building adjoining the Muni- 
cipal road and that for their move- 
ments they will utilize the side en- 
trance having access into City 
Government Territory. 

On Saturday a tense situation 
developed on the scene as from 
about midnight on Friday night 
Chinese policemen of the City 
Government moved into the police! 
station, which had been closed by! 
the British military authorities at 
the beginning of the year. At 
about two o'clock in the afternoon,

jabout 100 fully armed City Gov- 


ernment policemen assembled there. 
Reinforcements of East Surreys and 
Shanghai Municipal Police were 
called out and rushed to the scene 
in trucks. Upon request of the 
British military, the City Govern- 
ment policemen withdrew to their 


‘territory. Later the British au-' 


thorities decided to place barbed 
wiring in front of the building, but 
did not do so when it was learnt 
that negotiations were progressing 
smoothly. Guards of East Surreys 
and Shanghai Municipal Police!

Junction Of Great Western And Columbia Roads 
Scene Of Parleys Yesterday; Police Leave 
On Request; Amicable Settlement Seen 


A scertain) amount of tension 
‘prevailed in the wertern outside 
ureu yesterday, following the re- 
occupation by the City Government 
Police of the Sub-Station at the 
juction of Great Western and 
Columbia Roads at about mid- 
night on Friday night by way of 
the back entrance. The station: was 
closed early this year by the Bri- 
tish Military. 

Tension reached its peak shortly 
after 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
when, in addition to about 40 fully 
armed City Government policemen, 
who were in the Sub-Station and 
vicinity, another 60 men. cross- 
ed Great Western Road, from the 
Fah Hwa Village East, and joined 
them. The few sentries of the East 
Surrey Regiment and the Settle- 
Police, who were on guard outside 
the station at the time, were re- 
inforced, and, upon the request of 
the British Military the City Gov- 
ernment Policemen withdrew. 

Negotiations were being carried 
on from early morning until late 
last night by Imspector F. W. 
Dudley, officer in-charge of Bub- 
bling Well Police, and Colonel 
Sebi officer-in-charge of City 


negotiations were 
being conducted by the Shanghai 
Municipal Police on behalf of ‘the 
/British Military. No settlement 
was reported as Colonel Wang’ had 
to report to his superiors, but it is 
understood that; that the City Gov- 
ernment police fe been asked not 
to use the it door on Great 


: Western Road but the back door in |} 


\ieir own territory. 

At about 3.45 yesterday after- 
noon, British Military trucks drove 
up with barbed wire sane iron rods. 
The British soldiers immediately 
commenced to nail up the sub- 
station door and windows and 
drove rods into the srceund in pre- 
peration to barricade the station. 

’ Shortly after 4 o'clock the 
order was cancelled, in view, it is 
understood of the favourable pro- 
gtess of negotiations. The British 
; Tummies removed the barbed wire 
and iron rods. Most of the British 
troops and Settlement Police were 
withdrawn by 4.40 p.m., several 
remaining on guard outside the 
} police station to see that no City 
Government policemen operated 
along the Settlement road, which 
is in the British Defence Sector. 
Ranking officérs of the Shanghai 
Municipal Police headed by Deputy 


Commissioner H. ; smith, O.B-E., 
and Assistant Commissioner A. H. 
Samson were on the scene, in addi- 
tion to “Major B. H. Ashmore,

the Japanese Forces, 

It is understood that the British 
Military maintain that the City 
Government police cannot func- 
tion along a Settlement Road in 
tthe British Defence Sector and 
have requested the City Govern- 
ment to keep the door of the Sub- 
Station leading on to Great Western 
Road closed.

Men of the East Surrey Regiment 
were on duty on the South side of 
Great Western Road near Columbia 
Road up to a late hour last night, 
opposite the “Ta Tao” police station 
which members of that force opened 
at 610 a.m. yesterday, after it had | 
been barricaded off in January by | 
order of the British Military authori- 
ties, Negotiations between the Brit- 
ish Command and_ the Japanese 
authorities were understood to have 
been under way since late yesterday 
afternoon with a view to coming 
lo some agreement, and indications | 
were that an amicable settlement of 
the fate of this station would be 
reached probably some time luday. 

«As will be recalled, the — station 
‘4s barricaded off in such a manner 
as to close any exit unto Settlement 
roads and the “Ta Tao” authoritics 
were given to understand at the 
time that the front door could be 
used by uniformed men, as this was 
contrary to previous agreements 
made between the authorities con- 
cerned.

Ta Tao Police Enter, Leave 


Yesterday's incident started when 
at 610 am., a number of Ta Tao 
policemen opened the barricaded 
front-door and established then.-elves 
in the station. The British  mili- 
tary authorities in whose sector that 
Part of the Settlement is situated, 
were informed and a steel-helmeted 
party of soldiers was posted near 
the building, the Ta Tao poliec- 
men being asked to leave, which 
they did. 


No untoward incident occured 
until 1.50 p.m. when two truck-londs 
carrying 60 members of the same 
force, armed with rifles and pistols, 
arrived and walked across to their 
station, after British entries had 
been withdrawn. Troops were again 
rushed to the scene and following a 
‘conversation between a British officer 
and the Chinese officer in charge of 
the policemen, the latter withdrew, 
marching along Great Western Road 
-in an easterly direction. 


At 3 p.m. Major-General F. K. 
Simmons, Commanding Officer of 
British Forces in Shanghai, arrived 
oat the scene and remained a few 
minutes, talking with officers stand- 
ing near the police station whilst 
two Japanese military photographers 
Were busily engaged in taking pic- 
tures from a distance, particularly 
of the sentries in front of the station | 
rnd the four truck-loads of British 
soldiers along Columbia Road. 

The Reserve Unit of the Shanghai | 
Municipal Police had also been order- 
ed to stand by at Bubbling Well 
Police station, but was not sent to 
the scene as their services were not 
required. Amongst police officers

Wiring Countermanded 


At 3.45 p.m. barbed wire was un- 
loaded from military trucks and a 
group of twenty soldiers donned 
leather gloves to erect another bar- 
ricade. They had hardly begun their 
work, however, when they were 
ordered to stop and the barbed wire 
Was removed. 


At various intervals during the 
afternoon, Japanese officers in plain 
clothes and uniforms, passed the 
scene in motor-cars but none of them 
alighted. 


At 9 p.m. yesterday evening, three 
British sentrias were stationed on 
the other side of Great Western Road, 
whilst one foreign and three Chinese 
members of the S.M.P. were on duty 
in front of the building and a tent 
had been pitched in a British-owned 
garden on the south side of Great 
Western Road, where British soldiers 
detailed for duty at that point made 
themselves at home. 


The immediate vicinity of the 
station was devoid of pedestrian 
traffic although this “had not been 
closed and a barbed wire barricade 
had been placed at the entrance of 
the alleyway adjoining the station, 
although it was so placed that per- 
sons living in the lane had free 
access,

The po_ice station on Great “western 
Road was erected ee gee ago to preserve peace ana 
orderoe On December 5 last year when the Ta Tao Goverment 
was formed the Police Station in question came under its 
controle the police station was recognized ty the 
authorities of various Powers as well as the S.lictc. 
According to eyewitnesses ane a police 
ofticer named Chang Chien Ching, at avout 10 a.m January 5 
about 20 Hritish soldiers carrying rifles with fixed bayonets 
arrived at the station and stated that they were acting 
on orders from Major-General Telfer-Smallett. They then 
requested Chang Chien Ching who was on duty to vacate 
the premises. They assaulted the officer as the latter 
refused to obey their order, took off Premier Konoye's 
photograph which was hanging on the wall and threw it on 
the mud, tore down the printed declaration of Premier 
Konoye, removed all furniture outside the office, lowered 
a five barred flag from the top of the house and naileé up 
the door.

After 
reading the report on matters affecting Japanese, we 
had a feeling thet the S.M.C. is patting ue back too 
much, thereby giving one an unpleasant feeling.

Regarding the question of Hongkew, the 
S.M.C. expressed directly and indirectly some ill-~feeling 
against Japan. We think the S.M.C. is acting selfishly

Vandalism Is 


Refuted By British 
Authorities 


Denying allegations in the local 
Japanese press that mud was 
thrown on aé_ picture of Prince 
Ayamaro Konoye, former Premier 
ci Japan, last Thursday when 
Eritish troops closed the _ police 
suk-station of the “Greater Shang- 
hai Municipality," Brigade Major 
B. H. Ashmore yesterday emphasiz- 
ed that there were no pictures in 
the stb-station at the time it was 
closed. 

“I was in personal charge dur- 
ing the entire time that the dis- 
mantling of the station was being 
carried out,” te said, “And the 
actual work was done by the ‘Ta. 
Tao’ policemen themselves. They 
showed no resentment. 

“No picture cf Prince Konoyc 
or anyone else was in evidence.” 

Flag Carried Away 

Replying to the Japanese press 
assertion that a five-barred flag 
of the “Reformed Government” was 
tcrn to pieces, he stated, “The flag 
was noticed just as cveryone was 
about to depart and as an act of 
courtesy a British soldier took it 
down and handed it to the ‘Ta Tao’ 
policemen iftact.” 

To the charge that a Chinese 
Consta dle cf the “City Government” 
service was beaten by several British 
Soldiers, Majcr Ashmore declared 
“The dismantling of the station 
was carried on in perfect order- 
liness and no one was molested. 

Tin2 Japanese journals are fur- 
ther reported by a _ semi-official 
Japanese news agency’ to have 
devoted much space and to have 
severely criticized the British au- 
thorities for what they termed 
the “arrogant” attitude of Brigade 
Major Ashmore when he received 
the representative of the “Greater 
Shanghai Municipality.” 

Japanese Called 

“tT received a Japanese gentleman. 
when he called at the British Mili- 
tary Headquarters to ask our rea- 
sens for closing the police sub- 
Station,” Major Ashmore said, “and 
I told h'm that the station was in 
the British defense sector and abuts 
on a Municipal Road. I explained 
that the sub-station was closed! 
chiefly for these reasons.

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“The display of a five-barred flag 
in the British Defense Sectoy, 1 
further told him, might be a source 
of provocation and was considered 
undesirable by the British Military 
Authorities. 

“Then I pointed out to the Jap- 
apese gentleman tha; at the onut- 
break of the hostilities in 1937, the 
British troops had disarmed the 
Chinese troops in this district for

“It can be said that the British 
authorities resorted to aciion of 
the mest malignant kind.” the 
Nippon journal is reporteg to have 
continued. 


“The British Authorities,” 
Major Ashmore stated, “in closing 
this police sub-station in no way 
directed their acticn against the 
Japanese.

Japanese, Chinese Said 
To Be Considering Action 
Over British Move 


Interpreting the action taken by 
the British soldiers in closing the 
Greater Shanghai Municipality police 
sub-station at Great Western and 
Columbia Road on Thursday morn- 
ing as “a direct challenge to their 
competence,” Japanese and Chinese 
authorities were reported by the 
“Shanghai Mainichi" yesterday to be 
incensed by the action. 


The Biitish action was described 
as “illegal” by the Japanese daily, 
which stated that the police sub- 
station had been established by the 
former Greater Shanghai Municipal- 
ity before the present hostilities, and 
was recognized us such by Settle- 
ment and other foreign authorities. 
The police station bore a house 
number of the Greater Shanghai 
Municipality and not that of the 
S.MLC., the paper declared. 


Japanese and Chinese authorities 
concerned were still carrying out an 
investigation with a view to assum- 
ing a “decisive attitude” toward the 
matter, the “Mainchi” stated. 


Inasmuch as the step was carried 
cut under the orders of Maj.-Gen. 
A. P. D. Telfer-Smollett, Command- 
ant of the British Militar;- Forces, 
the matter cannot pass u.noticed, 
the Japanese and Chinese officials 
were said to have declared in discuss- 
ing the action on Friuay night, ac- 
cording to the daily.

The station was closed by order 
cf Mnaior-Genreral A.P.D. Telfer- 
Smollett Thursday morning by 
Major B. H. Ashmore, Brigade 
Major of the British Forces here 
and a party of soldiers of the Eas’ 
Surrey Regiment. 

The station, a single-story butli- 
ing, was at the time cceupied by 
several puppet policemen, all in 
civilian clothes. Yhesc offercd 09 
resistance and left quictly when 
ordered to do soa 

Fer nearly 99 minutes the Tom- 
mies were cngzsed in sealing up 
uhg premises. They removed the 
furniture, kedding. uniforms, cloth- 
ing, batons and everything else in 
the building and piled all articles 
up neatly outside on the pavement 
The dooms and windows were closed 
and locked, while those windows 
facing the country tere scaled with 
barbed wire. 

Notices in Chinese and Englisn 
were posted. These notices, an- 
nouncing that “This house has been 
clesed. by order of the British 
Military Forces,” were still there 
yesterday.
